AN INCREASE IN 
PRODUCTION 


ne ee 
MORE EMPLOYMENT AND 
WAGES 
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ERE have been increases in production 
in the grain milling, metal, engineering 
and implements, and the printing, pub- 
lishing and bookbinding trades and industries, 
according to the preliminary figures from the 
1935 Census of Production, which have been 
issued by the Department of Industry and 
Commerce. ‘The total value of goods made 
and work done was as follows :— 
Engineering and imple- 1934. 1935. 
ments trades £454,894 £607,027 
Printing, publishing, 
bookbinding and en- 
graving industries.... £2,025,170 
Metal trades 
Grain milling £6,776,409 £7,859,456 
In the engineering and implements trades 
the value of the ploughs made was £13,624 
in 1935 and £12,527 in the previous year. 
Other agricultural machinery made increased 
from £47,433 in 1934 to £68,009 in 1936. 
Electrical machinery was valued at £79,666 
as against £44,260. The members of 
administrative staff and wage-earners engaged 
in thé industry in 1934 numbered 1,929 and 
in 1935 2,282, the increase in wages being 
from £143,332 to £180,718 respectively. : 
The value of newspaper production in- 
creased from £912,572 in 1934 to £1,073,500 
in 1935; job and general printing from 
£588,853 to £618,474; printed books, £116,965 
to £117,947; lithographic work from £105,198 
to £115,363. There was a decline in respect 
of magazines and trade journals from £105,892 
in 194 to £96,865 in 1935. In the industry 
generally there were 6,366 members of ad- 
ministrative staff and wage-earners in 194 
and 6,472 in 1935. The amount paid in wages 
in 1934 and 1935 respectively were £682,169 
and £721,896. 


METAL TRADES 


There were increases in production in most 
branches of the metal Salle For example, 
the value of galvanised tanks, cisterns, pipes, 
gutters, etc., increased from £50,566 to 
£50,633; tinplate and japanned goods from 
£159,268 to £191,934, and girders, beams and

joists from £146,067 to £194,925.. The number 


of people employed in the industry increased 
from 3,406 to 3,897, and wages increased from 
‘£273,860 to £328,268 in 19365. 

While there was. an increase from 
£4,147,289 to £5,292,593 in the value of wheat 
products, a decline from £2,295,014 to 
£2.211,430 was recorded in the production of 
maize products, and from £252,396 to £235,115 
in oat products. The value of barley products 
increased from £77,757 to £103,312. 

The number of people employed in the grain 
milling industries increased from 3,806 to 
4,014, and the amounts paid in wages from 


£356,518 to £384,833. 


LIFFEY FISHERIES 


—--—F€——— 
EFFECT OF ELECTRIC 
SCHEME 


Members of the Dublin Conservators of 
Fisheries fear that the erection of the Poula- 
phouca dam in connection with the proposed 
hydro-electric scheme will cause destruction 
among Liffey salmon, 

The Board, at its meeting yesterday, had 
before it a resolution to consider what action 
should be taken with regard to the Liffey 
Reservoir Bill, recently introduced in the 
Dail. Afte: a short discussion it was de- 
cided to postpone action until the bill has 
been circulated | 

The Chairman (Dr. R. R. Leeper) said 
that, from the point of view of the salmon 
fisher, the proposed scheme was very serious. 
They ali knew, he said, what had happened 
on the River Shannon as 3 result of the 
operations of the Electricity Supply Board. 

he new scheme might easily mean the de- 
struction of the salmon in the River Liffey. 
It was the duty of the members, who were 
there to see that the fishing was protected, 
to prevent, so far as they were able, the 
destruction of salmon 

Over one hundred fishermen at Ringsend, 
Dublin, obtained their sole livelihood from 
salmon fishing—and ii was a lucrative living 
at that. There were also many people who 
would be affected, including those at the 
Several Fishery, Islandbridge. 

The clerk to the Board (Mr. B. J. New- 
combe) said that counsel should be engaged 
to express an opinion on the bill as soon as 
it was made available. A deputation also 
might be formed to wait on the Minister for 
—. and other Dail members. 

he Board decided to defer further dis- 
cussion until the bill had been circulated.
